On« day I was driving 
along the road early m the after- 
Boon aad was just passing a little 
frame house when a wild eyed wo- 
man rushed OUT, crying: 'Doctor, for 
the lovfl of heaven stop! My old 
man's dying! Come in, quiets' I 
knew the family and had seen the 
woman's husband that forenoon as 
I passed—a stronij Irish laboring 
man, apparently ia perfect health. 
I though it rather unusual that he 
should be mortally ill at such short 
notice, but did not wait to ask any 
questions, and telling the little boy, 
who had followed his mother out, to 
take care of my horses I jumped 
from the buggy and hurried into 
the house.

"The man lay back in his chair 


gasping for breath. He was black 
in the face, and I saw that in two 
minutes more he would be done for. 
I acted quicker than I thought and 
in a second had him out of the chair 
and oii to a small couch by the win- 
dow. I saw that he had something 
in his throat that was suffocating 
him and that the only chance of sav- 
ing his life was by performing 
tracheotomy. I had no instruments 
with me, and as I held him down on 
the coucn with one hand I felt in- 
stinctively in my pocket with the 
otter hand for my penknife.

Did I dare take the risk of 
performing such a delicate operation 
with such, a rude instrument? If I 
failed, it would be murder. But, 
then, the man would die in a minute 
more. I had opened hundreds of 
throats before, but under the most 
favorable circumstances. I would 
take the chances. 


"I seized the razor and made three 


slits in the man's windpipe in the 
usual f ashion. To my intense relief, 
all went well By holding open the 
aperture I had made he was able to 
breathe, and he lay still fortunately, 
with a look of intense relief on Ms 
face, as quiet a? a lamb. 


"The next question was how to 


keep open the incision. As you 
Icnow, if it was allowed to close, 
ephymosis would set in; the air 
would find its way beneath the ekin, 
and in a little while it would all be 
puffed out like a toy balloon, there 
would be no chance of finding the 
opening again, and the man would 
suffocate. 
" 'Have you got a needle and 


thread?1 I asked the woman. She 
looked about hurriedly in a dazed 
way, but could find none. 'Get me 
a piece of wird, then," I said. She 
couldn't find that either, and we 
finally ha<! to compromise on a hair- 
pin, which I succeeded in bending so 
as to keep the wound open. 


''Then I told her to keep her hus- 


band perfectly still and ran out to 
ray buggy and drove to Sondout. I 
got Dr. Douglas there, and he re- 
turned with me, bringing his instru- 
ments and a tracheotomy tube and 
antiseptics, and the operation I 
had commenced so hurriedly was 
brought to a successful end. 


"I found out that the man had 


been eating dinner and had 'swal- 
lowed something the wrong way,' 
which naturally choked him. So 
fax as I know, he is still living. 


"Hicfabula docet, gentlemen, that 


you do not need a special instrument 
for each different operation, and 
that in case of lite and death, where 
every second is precious, you must 
keep your nerves steady and do the 
best you can. This was the most 
difficult operation that I ever per- 
formed."—New York Journal.

Further, he i elates a case in •which, 
being convinced that an elephant 
was dead, he had its lashings taken 
off, he and a friend leaning against 
it the while to rest Hardly had 
| they left it when it rose hurriedly, 
" and, trumpeting vociferously.rushed 
off in the jungle. The fact, however, 
that a squirrel or an elephant when 
captured unhurt will dia is sufficient 
to show that a most powerful nerv- 
ous derangement of some sort is 
induced 


When the late Joseph Thomson 


lectured on his African experiences, 
he related how the firfct buffalo he 
shot tossed him, and how when he 
came to himself and tried to sit up 
he found his antagonist glaring at 
him a few y<irds away. He told how 
he recollected that it buftalo does 
not try to tosb a creature which 
shows no signs of life, and how ho 
let his head sink slowly buck and 
lay shamming death.

stretches of water have been noticed 
suddenly to fall In this M ay the\ 
are apparently drowned. Tt is per- 
haps dan gci ous to asseit positively 
that fear is here tho active cause of 
death, yet wo aie apparently jusb 
fied in believing that a paroxysm of 
fear can produce sudden death The 
squirrel and the elephant may have 
died of fright, certainly death in 
man can be produced by stidden 
fear, and although man has a umch 
more sensitive neivous mechanism 
the lower animals have an extreme- 
ly instinct of fear 


Professor Lloyd Morgan mentions 


the case of a surface man working 
in the Severn tunnel who was near- 
ly killed by a train. It ib stated that 
"his attention was so riveted that 
he was unable to make, or rather he 
felt no desne to make, the appro- 
priate movements-," that he could 
not help watching the tram, but felt 
no terror. With the greatest diffi- 
culty he managed to ''hake himself 
free of his fascination. In describing 
hib feelings when tho danger was 
past ho is reported to have said '^1 
camo over all a cold >,•« c.it and felt 
as helpless as a baby 1 was fright- 
ened enough then " This may pei- 
haps bt> taken as a cataleptic condi- 
tion without fear. — St. Louis 
Bornocrat

says Mrs. Whitman in The Atlantic, 
is this ignorant treatment seen, for 
here "machine finish'" has almost 
unlimited sway, and vulgar prece- 
dent is followed, to the exclusion of 
many simple and excellent models 
which were the traditions of early 
colonial work, if one enters one 
of the more recent schoolhouses, 
one finds great care and pains shown 
in new systems of heating and ven- 
tilation. The rooms are lighted and 
•warmed with Increasing reference 
to health, comfort and general safe- 
ty. But with these improvements is 
seldom found any recognition of the 
prime fact that practical conven- 
ience is perfectly served only when 
it is achieved beautifully. 


It must be remembered that it is 


in these schoolhouses that the great- 
er portion of the children get their 
first impressions of many things 
which, consciously or unconsciously 
enter into life, impressions which 
create ideas, which control behav- 
ior. 
It is here that ideals are 


formed, here that much of what 
may be called home influence is felt, 
and here accordingly is it that all 
surroundings, as truly as all teach- 
ing, become part of the essential edu- 
cation.

That the value of intercollegiate 


debating can be seriously doubled 
is difficult to understand. Themeitts 
of the debate itself—the give and 
ate, the sharpening of wits, the de- 
mand for cool heads and keen minds 
—have long been appreciated. In- 
tercollegiatfi debate., since it calls 
for these qualities in simply a great- 
er degree, is only the more admira- 
ble. At no other time in his col- 
lege course does a man have the op- 
portunity to work up a question BO 
thoroughly and consistently. Not 
only must a great mass of facts and 
material bo collected by the debater, 
but he must react on them in an 
original way. The power of selec- 
tion and judgment is constantly 
called into service. How much to 
take and what to leave is an ever 
perplexing problem. 


Of stall greater value is the sense 


of responsibility engendered. On 
the debaters rests the making of the 
case, and to them the college looks. 
Tho practice in speaking, too, is ex- 
cellent As a rule tho ideas of tho 
college student aro not set much 
storo by, but on this o;io occasion, 
before an intelligent audience ana 
before u distinguisiied body of 
j edges, he is expected to give, and 
ho will bo listened to while ho doe* 
give, his most matured ideas. Tlr* 
in addition to the practice oC the 
trial debate, where a man speaks 
daily on a question which has hia 
whole heart and t,oul, gives tho stu- 
dent a grasp, a power, a capacity, 
which ho does not acquire other*

Ke- 
firtement is doing the same thing for 
oorumeal. It is bringing ns something 
much more delicate in appearance, but 
not the ingredient called x'or by those 
ancient recipes for Indian pudding and 
brown biead which have been handed 
down from some colonial ancestor from 
generation to generation. The modern 
cornmeal will not produce the same 
compound, no matter how carefully the 
formula may be followed.

too, for brown sugar, something almost 
impossible uo\v to procure. An inquiry 
for the "darkest brown sugar" at a 
grocer'4; will secure a moderately soft 
and pale yollow &ugar; in some shops 
not even that, but only the moist, pure 
wLite G hranJ. can bo had. la carrying 
out the directions of the recipe, a little 
molasses \\ill have to be added, and 
oven then it vnll not bft quite tho right 
thuig. Slolasses, too, is not to be had as 
dmk ai foriacrij, acd the rich bro-.vn 
ginger c.iko of today has to tjko oil an

•'Mercerized" cellulose is treated 


with, bisulphide of carbon; a sulpho- 
carbonate of cellulose is produced 
which is soluble in water, forming a 
remarkably viscous solution, which 
has been named ''viscose."

btandiug, this sulpho-carbonate de- 
composes again, cellulose being de- 
posited in a dense, textureless con- 
dition. Added to the pulp in a paper 
beater, the quality of the product is 
remarkably 
improved, its

strength in particular being im- 
mensely increased. 
Plowed over 


glass, the viscose, on drying, sets to 
a tough, textureless film of cellulose, 
which can be rendered quite pure bv 
washing.

His words would seem to intimate that 
we have been employing exceedingly 
crude methods of light production; that 
in the laboratory of nature moans and 
material esist which mny be procured 
and used for the mere asking; that our 
proper course would be to first see how 
light is produced in nature, and then 
as far as possible to go and do likewise. 
Tho harnessing of the ether means tie 
Bolutiou of many great secrets of the uni- 
verse, the utilization of natural liglit,

not much of a psychological mystery in

mit suicide in summer than in winter, 
and he does not think that tho dift'ei- 
ence is in any large measure due to tho 
direct effect of cold upon human rainds 
and bodies. It must be borne in mem 
ory, he says, that drowning is tho com 
monest method of self destruction an 
resort to ic is difficult or impossibl 
when rivers and ponds are covered witl 
ce. This accounts for a part of the do 
irease. Another part is explained b 
.he circumst.mce that in cold weathe 
>eople live _more in association, ant 
hero ia thus less opportunity for com 
mitting suicide. Ho does not think 
however, tiiat ifc is possiblu to explain 
the matter wholly without reference to 
the depressing effects of cold on tha 
nervous system and the exciting effect: 
of heat. It requires somo energy an<j 
determination to commit suicide, ant 
thia is lacking in a person Buffering 
from extreme cold. All these considera 
tions working together, the result is 
that, many people euduro through th; 
whiter a life which they have ceased to 
value and throw it away when tho sea 
son comes in which the material diffi 
cultiea in the way of continued exist 
ence are at their minimum.

much has been accom- 


plished. He was born In Connecticut; 
had only one year schooling; his first 
employment was in a country -store; 
acquired an education during his 
spare minutes. After the war he 
was appointed out door superinten- 
dent of the Lookout Mountain Edu- 
cational Institute. From this he went 
to New York in tbe mercintile busi- 
ness at the age of 23, and while tbus 
engaged he saw BO many evidences of 
young men and women being reined 
because of obscene books, literature 
and vice that be became the right arm 
to this important society, aud ho has 
maintained that, position ever since. 
Be has been instrumental in securing 
important <ui»endaisnt3 co the laws 
regarding the publishing and mailing 
of obsceue books aud pictures, etc , 
and for the suppression of drunken- 
ness and gambling, and to-clay he is 
loved and honored the world over for 
his determination to rlo right. Els 
Is & very remarkable example when 
we consider him in the city a po:,-r 
bey—all alone and subject to so much 
temptation: but he was thoroughly 
established In every pood work which 
made for himself such u grand char- 
acter and helped to establish others 
in pure living. 


General Neal Dow is another co- 


laborer of the W. 0. T. U — an hon- 
orary member, one who gave of bia 
time, talent and money far their 
cause. 
Ho attended all of their 


riftMonal CDSvention*, *s well us those 
of his own state, and continued to do 
M until his ninetieth anniversary. 
Then he was too ajjed to travel very 
far; 
but his kindly greol-iags sent 


them were so full of love «nd sympa- 
thy that they were satisfied to Bend 
greetings in return acd the giving of 


the Qhautauqua salute in honor of 
him. His snulversary Is alwayt ob- 
served by the white ribboners in 
every village, town and city. 


Gen. Neal Dow had seven mottos: 
i. "Fledged for God, Lome and 


every land."

In the year 1874 Gen. Neal Bow, of 


Portland, 
Maine, 
spoke at Old 


Orchard Beach at the first gospel 
temperance meeting known in his- 
tory. This gospel temperance meet- 
Ing was convened by Francis Mur- 
phy, the then recently reformed man. 
Gen. Neal Bow was of Quaker ances- 
try tad training, and up to this time 
bad never crossed the threshbold of a 
saloon; but being one of those prac- 
tical men and a man of action suited 
to the words he spoke, be started at 
once for tbe saloon which caused so 
much distress to his neighbor. He 
went to the proprietor and told him 
he had his carriage there and wanted 
him, the saloon keeper, to assist him 
witb the poor, drunkea neighbor in his 
carriage. He refused to assist him; 
be still insisted, and still was re-; 
fused. Then and there Gen. Neal 
Bow told him what would- bs the re- 
results if he still sold intoxicants to 
bia drunken friend, and the wretch- 
edness that would come to his family. 
'•You eo on selling and the people of 
Maine will see how long." He then 
threw himself into the work from 
that day to this, the 20th day of 
March, 1897, being his ninety-third 
anniversary. He secured the prohi- 
bition of the liquor traffic in the 
state of Maine during these yean; he 
was an early candidate on the Prohi- 
bition ticket for President of the 
United States. Total abstinence for 
the individual and prohibition !cr the 
state and nation, was bis temperance 
watchword, and that no dealingwith 
the liquor trail!-; was safe that pro- 
vided fur its continuance. 


He was a leader of mighty issues. 


He stands for the highest type of 
American manhood because of his 
moral courage and his devotion to 
duty and justice. 


The state of Maine in old times 


was one of tho purest states in the 
Union, and is now one of the most 
prosperous. Prohibition in the state 
of Maine spread like the temperance 
crusade In Ohio until large districts 
in the Dominion of Canada were 
under prohibition. 
Theee include 


the whole of Sova Scotia and Prince 
Edward Island, aud many province 
In New Brunswick, 
Quebec and 


Ontario. There are large districts 
in the United States under prohibi- 
tion—Now Jersey, Maryland, Penn- 
sylvania, Virginia, North ard South 
Carolina, Georgia, Florida, Alabama, 
Mississippi, Arkansas, Texis, Ten- 
nessee, Kentucky, Missouri, and a 
few other states—and yet the people 
are still saying prohibition does not 
prohibit. 


"Behold a sower went forth 10 sew 
In the spring of the caniury Ions ago; 
Floods md tempest and tires and frost 
Swept tbe Held;, but no seed was I e«. 
What of the harvest: The old man's seen 
Is gKntlos bread rot the ire*5 world's 
need." 


Gee. Neal Dow was a father to tbe 


poor and helpless, and caused the 
widow's and tbe drunkard's wife's 
heart to beat for joy. He was. ready 
to die for tbe cause of humanity. 
Tire • word wSI made good to him: 
"With long life will I satisfy him 
and show him My salvation." 


One entire generation has grown 


up in the state of Maine which 
knows nothing whatever of the con- 
dition of the state and of the people 
(of the good old times) from a pessi- 
mist's standpoint only. 


There are now no distilleries or 


breweries in the state', while there were 
many of them in "the old'times." 
In none of the cities or towns can be 
seen a painted sign over a shop where 
liquors are to be sold within. In 
the old times, In every grocery store, 
It was arranged that all patrons 
could have a brandy punch, gin, &c , 
If they so desired. There was e. sugar 
bowl and a tea spoon strung from the 
celling, while the black bottles were 
in easy reach of the shop -keeper. 
The smaller and larger casks were 
standing near by, painted and labeled 
in trilt letters with the names of the 
contents, and in ordtr to attract at- 
tention they were arranged upon the 
sidewalk. 
Tubs containing punch 


were placed in full view. Election 
and militia days called out the people 
In those old days where ginger bread, 
molasses, candy, rum and punch were 
sold in great quantities, and great 
quantities of molasses were imported 
and conyerted into rum at the dls 
tllleries, ot which seven were run 
nlng day and night. 
The working 


people quit at 11 o'clocc a. m. and 4 
p. m. to take "some support." 


Every household had rumo'rliquors 


of some sort to offer to the callers 
both coming and going. The parson 
and the rector were expected to 
drinlr, and to refuse was considered 
impolite. I am glad of the now 
times when it Is considered Impoiite 
to invite the parsons to taste or 
touch the accursed beverage, and 
also when you take in the doctors of 
your acquaintance you can scarcely 
believe that very many of them in 
dulge In spirituous liquors, and we 
all know that public sentiment is 
against patronizing one that does, 
"in the old times more than two- 
thirds

as a tlra through tbe forest; 


but now In tbe good days of Maine,; 
In which Gen. Ne&l Bow was instru- 
mental in getting tbe conditions of 
the country are wonderfully changed 
for tbe better. Neal Bow was 21 
year* old when he called some spec- 
ial meetings to agitate tbe question 
before tbe people as to tbe evil ef- 
fects of alcoholic 
liquors, 
and 


•ome of tbe conscientious men began 
Immediately to abandon their busi- 
ness, and In tbe year 1851 tbe Maine 
law was enacted by a Democratic 
legislature, signed by a Democratic 
speaker of the house and a Democrat- 
ic president of tbe senate and a Dem- 
ocratic governor approved it and the 
law took effect tbe 2d day of June, 
1851. 


Tbe effect of tbe law was wonder- 


ful throughout tbe state, and to-day 
more than three-fourths of the pop- 
ulation are practically free from It. 
Tbe consequences are that tbe wages 
of labor are saved and used for other 
and batter purposes, and laid by in 
the savings bank. 


Let those who think the good old 


times in the state of Maine were the 
best take an intelligent view of what 
rum did then, and what tbe results 
are of the new times wltbout It. Pro- 
hibition for Maine has been a marked 
success, and wbat is so good for 
tbe state of Maine should be the 
best thing for every state. Ob! for a 
Gen. Neal Bow in every state—tbe 
man who achieved such great vic- 
tories for tbe enactment and enforce- 
ment of temperance legislation Is 
enough to entitle him to a place 
among tbe earth's greatest benefac- 
tors. Among tbe world's reformers 
none have been better adopted to 
tbe work of reform than tbe 
author 


of the Maine law and tbe father of 
probibition. It could be said of him 
that he was "without fear and with- 
out reproach." There are plenty of 
men and women of the Bradley-Mar- 
tin order who are not interested in 
the greatest good of our republic. 
They care not for the republic only 
as a place to dance and drink cham- 
pagne, and to get fortunes from the 
gold mines which the wage workers 
can dig, then go to Europe and 
spend In degrading pleasures. There 
are always a few left who do not bow 
to such a shrine and who were born 
of parents who looked upon life with 
a serious eye, and upward to Heaven 
with an undying faith. 
Neal Bow's 


strength was as the '-strength of 
ten because his life was pure." As I 
said before, he was a Quaker, and the 
Quakers took up the temperance 
movement before any other chris 
tians made it a part of their work. It 
was a Quaker who persuaded Father 
Matthew to espouse the temperance 
cause. Neal Bow, tbe Quaker, who 
went to England in 1857 and at two 
different times later and gave 500 
temperance addresses without any 
compensation, in which he told the 
story of prohibition in Maine, and he 
was rewarded by the formation of 
the famous 
"United Temperance 


Alliance," of which his 
stalwart 


champion of temperance, Sir Wil 
fred Lawson, of London, has long 
been the leader. As my article Is 
its usual length, I will leave Mother 
Stewart and other matters for the 
next article.

Professor Roberts lias foaud that dark 


laced, cr Down, shetp arts more hardy 
than white faced ones. He found that 
fn Iowa the CotswoJds were too open 
wooled for the climate and that they 
contracted catarrh. For the ordinary 
farmer and breeder he recommends 
crossing common twos with Shropshire 
or Southdown rams. On fertile, fairly 
level land, with high feed, be suggests 
the Hampshire or Shropshire cross. On 
thin pastures and hilly land he thinks 
the smaller and hardy Southdown will 
turn oat better, for a man who wants 
to raise early lambs for market the 
Horned Dorset is the breed. The ewes 
may be bred '"n Jane, two months earlier 
than other ewes. Crossed with the com- 
mon ewe, the Horned Dorset produces 
lambs that grow very fast. In the large 
cities an excellent market for these 
Iambs is found. They muss be marketed 
at 3 months old.' After they are 4 
months old Professor Roberts says they 
are inclined to grow coarse. From Dec. 
1 till April 1 choice lambs sell in the 
chief city markets at from $6 to $10 
apiece, the rest of the year at from f 3.50 
to $4 apiece. Its mother's milk ia the 
best food for a lamb at first 


Mr. George E. Breck expresses in 


The Rural JJew Yorker the opinion 
that the best cross to go with any pther 
breed of sheep wfiatsoever is the Shrop- 
shire, and he advises beginners in mut- 
ton or lamb breeding to procnre'first of 
all a Shropshire ram to cross with com- 
mon ewes and then grade the flock up 
with the same breed. The higher tbs 
grade, the more valuable the product, 
he says.

The 
fleece weighed 12 1-3 pounds. Before 
weaning it was fed one part commeal, 
one part bran and one-quarter part oil- 
meal. After weaning it was fed two 
parts cornmeal and one part oilmeal.

The breeding flock required to produce 


such feeding sheep must average 200 
pounds when mature and in. fair breed- 
ing condition, and they must be of that 
type which guarantees 
constitution. 


Theymnst be prolific. A good ewe will 
rear twins, and it means more profit to 
have her do so. The fleece in tbe°e sheep 
should, of all things, have density, as it 
is associated with thrif t and vigor. It 
is necessary that it be dense on the back 
to protect the sheep from snow and rain, 
and dense on the belly as well, as the 
latter is of special protection to the 
sheep when lying down. Fine wool is 
a quality that is related to density, and 
I do not believe that it is opposed to 
fattening qualities, but really the re- 
verse. In killing and dressing sheep, to 
determine the weights of different parts, 
I noted that (he sheep that are compar- 
atively coarse in wool are heavy hided, 
coarse boned, and, as a rule, slower in 
maturing, and they lose more in dress- 
ing. 


The quick maturing sheep is the one 


Professor Craig recommends, one f'Tt 
can be fed to weigh 150 pounds inside 
of a yaar.

The 
ages of t.hi3 little iuvmen range froia 11 
to 15 yc-aw, Ernest Grant, the foreman

'.he oldest. Thwr have a complete patrol 
iut£t, consisting of two goats seven 
naads Jiigh ta their bare hoofs, one reg- 
ularly constructed patrol wagon of 
Kmall size made to fit tho goals, out- fire 
fc£tin™Qishr»r improvised from a tin wa- 
ter cooler aud a half inch rubber tube, 
one scaling ladder and all the appli- 
ances found among the equipment of a 
modern patrol company's headquarters. 
The uniforms are blue overalls and 
blouses, 
\vith rubber boots, rubber 


coats, fatigue caps and gaudy red fire 
hats of regulation block. 


The goats' names are Tom and Bill, 


and they have been trained by the boys 
until there is not a horse in all the reg- 
ular department which responds more 
faithfully and quickly to the clang of 
the alarm gong than do Tom and BilL 
With them the boys have made a 
"quick hitch" record of ten seconds. 
No such sleek goats were ever seen on 
tbo rock ribbed hills of Shanty town.

Discarded Net*. 


In the majority of households an old 


newspaper is the material most com- 
monly used to start a fire, and the ad- 
justment of this material ia a matter of 
considerable art. There should be enough 
of it to make a Same sufficient to ignito 
the wood laid upon itj and it should be 
put in with just the right degree of 
looseness so that the air will circulate 
through it and maie it burn freely acd 
to the best advantage. But there aro 
houses in which paper is never used for 
this purpose—the homes of fishermen- 
Here, year in and year out, day after 
day, tho fire is started with a chunk of 
discarded tarred netting, and there is 
nothing like it 


When a net gets tender, so that it is 


likely to burst when a body of kelp or 
seaweed floats against it in a tide way, 
or to break with a big catch of fish, it 
is condemned. It may bo whole and 
look all right, but it doesn't pay to take 
any risks with it Some fishermen using 
a considerable number of nets may have 
half a ton of such netting in a year. 
They use it to start fires, aud give away 
some of it formerly they sold it for 
junk, and they do so now occasionally, 
though not so much us they did. li 
brings a cent a pound. 


This netting has been tarred again 


and again with fine, thin tar and it is 
thoroughly saturated. The net may b« 
6 feet deep. A length of it is rolled up, 
and the roll is then flattened down. Tha 
flattened roll may be C inches wide, and 
it is cut off with an ax into chunks of 
perhaps a foot ia length, just enough to 
lie nicely on the grate of a kitchen 
range. It is thoroughly dried before it 
is used. It all ignites quickly, and 
burns fiercely and uniformly, with a 
bluish flame and rather a pleasant odor. 
A properly laid fire with a section of 
old tarred netting to start it never goes 
out. Whoever attends to tho kitchen 
fire in the fisherman's house prepares it, 
if possible, the night before and pulls a 
strand from the tarred netting out 
through the bars of the grate in front. 
To start the fire in the morning all that 
u necessary is to touch a lighted match 
to the end of that tarred rope yarn. 


Some of this tarred netting has bean 


•old to start the fire in locomotives. 
Snch a thing is not unheard of as tho 
use of cotton waste and oil for this pur- 
pose, but a sheet of old tarred netting 
laid over tho grate bars beats the cotton 
waste out of sight Still, locomotives 
have multiplied and tarred netting cuts 
no figure as a means of starting the fire 
in them. It is perhaps new used for 
that purpose, if at all, only on roads 
running through or near fishing dis- 
tricts. And, as said, it is now rarely 
Bold. The fisherman uses it to start his 
own fire, and tho man who has more 
than he wants gives to his neighbor.—— 
New York Sun.

great corporations arc cither themselves 
the creutiou of disordered braics or di- 
rectly tend to produce insanity. But, ae- 
sordiug to the report of the conference 
af Charities and Com-c-uou held last 
•June in Grand Rapids, Kansas is 
by 110 means pf-euliar in this matter. 
Insanity is very generally upon the in- 
crease all over the country. The report 
of the committee on reports from states 
(page 14) says: "A striking feature of 
most of the reports which mention in- 
sanity at all is the constant and rapid 
iucrease of the insane. In few states 
have the statistic.* on this subject been 
so carefully collected as in Massachu- 
setts- In a year the recoveries among 
the 8,300 insane do not eiceed 300, 
•while the deaths are at least 600. The 
1,1 00 thus removed from the list by 
deuth or recovery have their places mora 
than made good by the new cases con- 
stantly amint: or die lapse of recovered 
cases 
If it were not so, the insane 


would cease to accumulate (as they do) 
at the rate of 2oO a year. It is not prob 
ablf that so many enter by immigration 
as nr« 
v removed by emigration or by nffi 


rial removals- — tlio latter reported last 
year as 3SG. Probably no New England 
state contain*? so large a proportion of 
the insane as Massachusetts, though 
they increase everywhere. % It iq to be 
dPsired that other states furnish such 
information." 


Sew York state is th<- very strong- 


hold of conservatism when compared 
with Kansas, yet, affording to this re- 
port, nearly 1 person in every 3oO of 
tlu- population goes insane. A little 
farther on the committee i=;iy«: "Were 
the ratio everywhere as high as in New 
York and Massachusetts there. would 
be more than 200,000 insane persons in 
the 0 iiifed States." The fact is, the 
strain of our present competitive system 
is so great than both men aud women 
break tlowii under it who in more nor- 
mal social conditions would probubly 
Icad Kine and healthy lives to a good 
old age. It is neither heredity nor vice 
that sends the mass of these victims to 
our asylums. It is the months and years 
of desperate effort waged against seveie 
adversity. It is the anxiety for the fu- 
ture and the ever increasing hopelessness 
of the struggle that wrecks the nervous 
system and results at last in incurable 
insanity, or probably, at tho best, lu 
such a euro as renders the patient liable 
to a recurrences of the malady upon ev- 
ery renewal of the strain. 


As an instance tho report from Ke- 


uraska (page 64) says: "Tho great in- 
crease in the immber of insane the past 
year has surprised us all. The state offi- 
cers do not know what to do. Such an 
increase of insane population was not 
anticipated and so was not provided for 
by our Inst legislature. 
"Wo cannot ac- 


count for this increase, but buheve it is 
largely duo to the disappointments of 
tho people in the loss of crops ai:d to 
the financial difficulties of the past lew 
years." In tho Virginia report is this 
paragraph: ''That insanity in the state 
as on iho increase there can be no 
dontit- hi I S I ' i k.--t, than COO -s\hitc and 
150 colored insane were in our asylums, 
while, as pointed out above, there are 
now l,72o of the former and 825 of tho 
latter The ratio of tho white insane to 
the whole population is 1 to fiSO; that 
of tho npgro, 1 to 7oO. It is a significant 
fact that there are now more insane iie- 
groes in Virginia than were reported in 
I860 in the entire United States. So 
here arc problems for the serious con- 
sideration of psychologists and political 
economists." 


Hero and there iu the volume are 


signs of a vague, unensy foehng that 
(he old panaceas for tho euro of crime 
and pauperism are not working satis- 
factorily. Ono is a quotation from a 
magazine article by Mr. Elijah 0. Fos- 
ter, a plea for iudetermiuato sentences 
for petty offenses or misdemeanors, 
which closes thus: "What filial! be douo 
to stem the tide of increasing immoral- 
ity, vice and crime with its necessary 
accompaniments — degradation and pau- 
perism? It 
is ti vital question that 


touches us nil. '' Even education fails to 
bring nhnnt. tlm linpcfl for result. From 
North Carolina comes the word: "The 
sad fact remains that crime does not di- 
mmish. Ke\ PI- were the colleges so full, 
the public .'•chools so well maintained. 
Vv hat is wanting in our .-yst^in of "dn- 
cution that tho mor.il j-entimeut is so 
feebly developed? Of §3 IS, 000,000 paid 
for education in the south siucotho free- 
dom of tho negio HUP fourth, or ijT.V 
000,000, was iiM-fl for colored school*. 
They hhare exactly pio r;it:i in Xotth 
C.irohiiu a." to inimbei-,. Yet the suprr- 
iiitci.dcnt of the penitentiary leplie.s to 
the IjiMirl of charities that no percepti- 
ble effect, unou the statiMics of crime. 
cim bo discerned. He is u enreful man 
and a lifelong teacher. What is wanting 
is what; we eaii education in America?" 


In Missouri "the census of the. peni- 


trmi.try hhows an extraordinary in- 
crease — l.fitii) inmates ::-. tho year ]Sfl2 
and 3,178 in. li>!)4, being an increase of 
2!) per cent and in tin1 ratio of about 700 
to the million of population. The in- 
spectors in their report, attribute this 
increase to (ho finniicinl and industrial 
(Ipniossion occurring during that period. 
C».h 1,000 are oivplnycd under contract

It has claimed tho privilege of ap- 
pointing the teachers themselves, an< 
instead of selecting suitable persons for 
this office it uow appoints the hospita 
stewards to this position, thus making 
the salary of one official answer for the 
two offices. A hospital steward who 
does his duty properly cannot serve suc- 
cessfully as the teacher of the night 
school or the Sunday school even if he 
had tho time. The strict control which 
he must maintain is antagonistic to the 
spirit iii which a teacher should ap- 
proach them. Only one of the schools at 
Pratt mines—that for colored convicts at 
shaft No. 1—h:is still a regular teacher 
who is not a hospital steward. 


It is much to be regretted that in al 


this volume, so far as a pretty close 
searcn can discos er, there is no frankly 
outspoken utterance in favor of the 
trades unions' right against the under- 
bidding of free labor in the opeu mar- 
ket by prison made goods. T ese work- 
ers for the uplifting of the pauper anc 
the criminal ought by this time to un- 
derstand the senselessness and the wick- 
edness of trying to pull these waste ele- 
ments of the community out of their 
slough witli one hand while with the 
other they use the means to that end as 
a weapon to club self supporting work- 
ingmeii and their families down into 
pauperism and criminality. Most of the 
writers who have occasion to mention 
tho subject; merely state tho facts of tho 
case and leave their individual point of 
view obscure. 
Others again commit 


themt-elves % eiy frankly, like the corre- 
sponding secretary from Connecticut 
who mentions an act prohibiting the 
manufacture in any prison of any article 
which may conio in contact with the 
lips or mouth. ''This was passed in the 
interest of the public health," he says. 
"It is to be hoped that it will not serve 
as an entrenched outpost from which 
attacks may be directed upon the whole 
system of nutrammeled prison labor." 
The Ohio report says: "In our peniten- 
tiary we sire still suffering from the evil 
effects of former pernicious legislation 
effecting prihou labor. The people of the 
state arc beginning to doubt the wisdom 
of depriving the prisoner of employment 
and thereby endangering his moral. 
mental and physical health in order 
that the produce of his labor may not 
come iu contact with free labor. It is a 
question whether or not the prisoner is 
more the slave of tho state than is the 
average l.iborer to the trades unions." 


It is pleasant to record that these two 


paragraphs aio the only ones of tho sort 
in the volume. Let us hope that the 
gentlemen who wrote them will have 
experienced a change of heart or studied 
more closely the facts m tho case before 
the time conies around for their nest, 
report.

employing Or dcMrmg to employ labor- 
ers or employees to enter into contracts 
with such laborers or employ-.-? or with 
labor unions or ti ados assemblies, by tho 
terms of which contracts said labor un- 
ions, trades a^pjublies or other organi- 
sations of laborers may agree upon the 
OIK' hand ro furnish steady help to said 
employer and the haul employer, nu the 
other hand, may eoutirietiint to employ 
any other poison.-, tlinn such as .ire mem- 
bers of the labor union or tiadei 
bly or art furnished to him tuereby.

Operations in 
Northwestern 


Ohio During April. 


DECEEASE IN PfiODUCTION,

A Toledo correspondent for the En- 


quirer furnishes the following inter- 
esting history of the northwestern 
Ohio oii field for the month of May : 


"Operations in this field for the 


month make a much better showing 
than did April, as there is an increase 
of 35 in completed wells, while In the 
new production there Is a decrease of 
120 barrels. 
For the month the 


shipments are far above the daily 
runs, which signifies that it is about 
time for the pipe line companies to 
give the producers a little advance in 
tbe price to keep the drill pushing 
along. Many cannot realize the rea- 
son that there is a decrease in the 
production, when more wells were 
completed, but tbe facts of tbe case 
are tbat the wells are of smaller cal- 
iber than the previous month; still 
several gushers were completed dur- 
ing the month, but they have not 
held up to their first 2i hours' out- 
put. 


Wood county leads Hancock county 


by a small margin. There were 61 
wells completed during the month, 
cnly nine of them being worthless for 
oil, which Is considered a very good 
record for an active field. The new 
production of tbe county for the 
month is 2,315 barrels. Tnere are 55 
strings of tools at work and rigs up 
to accommodate 29 more. In Han- 
cock county there are 46 wells com- 
pleted, with a dally additional out- 
put of 610 barreh. and 8 dry holes or 
gas wells, while there are 31 wells 
drilling and 11 rigs up ready for the 
drill. In Allen county during the 
month there were 23 wells completed, 
with a daily production of 390 bar- 
rels more than there were during tbe 
latter part of April. The column of 
dry holes shows that the county is 
credited with five, and there are 18 
drilling wells and three rigs up. 
Auglalze county for the same period 
shows 25 wells completed,» dry holes, 
which were mostly found in Logan 
township, and a new daily produc- 
tion of 535 barrels. Twenty-three 
drilling wells and 11 rigs up is the 
record for the start in of June. 


Stndusky county—31 wells finished, 


with a daily production of 615 bar- 
rels, and out of that number only 
three dry holes. Lucas county, the 
new Toledo field, maintains its activ- 
ity, and has a record of 16 wells fin- 
ished, of which one was dry and the 
balance producing 365 barrels of

was on the Russell farm, in Etgie 
township, Hat cock county, where 0. 
E. Baker completed a well that start- 
ed off at a 2,000-barrel rate, but did 
not hold up, and is now listed among 
the small producers.
